In Trenton, N. J., the mother of a 


family of fire has arisen in bitter 
protest against the burdens which 
housekeeping with a large family 
and limited means imposes upon 
jpomankind. 


"For a housewife with five little 


children and no one to help her, life 
is just one wretched little thing after 
another," she says. "Women never 
have a day off. The laws should pro- 
vide a legal holiday for women every 
•week," 


Hundreds of other women with 


large families and no help will sym- 
pathize with her keenly. Life under 
such circumstances is not a bed of 
roses. 
It means hard work every 


day and often far into the night, 
•with little prospect of relief from 
the monotonous round. 
The day 
seems dreary, the outlook seems 
dreary. Is there anything that can 
be done to remedy it, for surely life 
was not meant to be passed in any 
such gray, grim way. 


For one thing a woman having put 


her hand to the plow should not look 
back. Many a woman marries to just 
euch an outlook. She does not ob- 
ject then, because love casts its haJj 
orer the situation. If she will still 
keep hold of Cupid's chubby fingers, 
she will never see anything sordid 
or wearisome in caring for her home 
and childen. 


But there are more practical aids 


than this for the overburdened house- 
wife. 
This woman's rebellion is 


largely a matter of nerves. Her work
